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AN UNEXPLORED FRONTIER—STRAIGHT UP 


"Darkest Africa" has yielded its secrets and explorers 
have crossed on foot and in plane, the ice-covered lands 
of the Arctic and Antarctic. But one vast area remains 
relatively unexplored—the region between 100,000 and 
150,000 feet above the earth. 


From its Evans Laboratory at Belmar, N. J., the Signal 
Corps will soon be sending daily flights of balloons carry 
ing delicate measuring instruments into the band of the 
stratosphere. The statement that these flights are planned 
was made by the Signal Corps in conjunction with an an- 
nouncement that one of its balloons had reached an alti- 
tude of 140.000 feet, a new world's record for balloons. 


The Signal Corps limited itself to the explanation that 
the balloons are being released in conjunction with weath- 
er forecasting and rocket-launching experiments. As for 
weather, it may be pointed out that variations in the ozone 
Javer, located approximately 25 miles above the earth, 
may hold the clue to the long-range forecasting, perhaps 
seasons in advance. 


Nuclear physics in recent months have been con- 
ducting studies of cosmic radiations in the stratosphere. 
A Princeton University group, for example, has released 
balloons carrying ionization chambers, in addition to met- 
eorological instruments, to measure cosmic ray explosions, j 
These explosions are similar to the atomic fission accom-j 
plished in earth-bound cyclotrons, but on a much greater 
scale. 


New Jersey, in which two of the exploratory ventures 
in this unlimited field are being conducted, played a part 
in the history of ballooning years ago. The first balloon 
ascension in America terminated in Gloucester County in 
1793 and 15 years ago two Lakehurst balloonists set a 
world's altitude record at the time of 61,237 feet.

Urbana—As the duck hunting sea- 
son draws to a close, Frank C. Bell- 
rose, associate specialist of the Illi- 
nois Natural History survey, dips 
into a mass of figures and comes up 
with integers and decimal points 
that will give sportsmen something 
to talk about around the clubhouse 
fire. 


Of 100 Illinois River valley mal- 
lards alivp on September 1, only 45 
will be alive next September, Bell- 
rose calculates after studying band- 
ing records of the Illinois Natural 
History Survey. 
Of the 55 mal- 
lards that will not survive, approx- 
imately 22 will have fallen before 
hunter's* guns and 33 will "have died 
from natural causes. 


Hunters take more mallard drakes 
than hens, Bellrose finds—1.26 per 
cent more 
But natural

Washington—NEA—The 
Marines 
have landed in China again. 


The crisis is a new one—the Com- 
munist 
sweep 
through 
northern 
China, but the operation is an old 
story. 


It's the 30th time since 1820 the 
Leathernecks have gone ashore in 
China for their traditional mission 
of safeguarding American lives and 
property on foreign soil. 


The 1250 Marines from the First 
Provisional Marine Brigade at Guam 
who landed from the USS Bayfield 


at Tsingtao this month 
augment 
3600 others already there in evac- 
uating American 
nationals. 
They 
followed in the footsteps of Marines 
who have helped maintain order in 
the midst of two revolutions, the 
Sino-Japanese war, and 
countless 
minor debellions and riots during 
the Corps' long service in the Orient. 


In all that time the Marines were 
drawn into actual field operations in 
only one disorder—the bitter Boxer 
Rebellion of 1900. 


China's long record of 
internal 
disorders has been marked by fre- 
quent waves of anti-foreign senti- 
ment, particularly under the Man- 
chu dynasty which preceeded the 
present government. 


In 1820 the United States opened 
trade 
with 
China, 
ana 
Marines, 
wearing the leather neck 
guards 
of that time, were attached to the 
East India Squadron based at Hong 
Kong. During the next 100 years it 
was necessary to land Marines more 


than 30 times to perform the Corps' 
traditional function of safeguarding 
American lives and property threat- 
ened on foreign soil. 


By 
1898 anti-foreign 
sentiment 
had increased to such an 
extent 
that a Marine guard was estab- 
lished at the Imperial City of Peking 
(now called Peiping) to protect the 
American Legation there. This guard 
was with-drawn in 1899. The follow- 
ing year the Boxer Rebellion began 
and 
Pieping 
was 
surrounded 
by 
roused Boxer forces, bearing banners 
which 
read, 
"Exterminate 
the 
foreigners and save the dynasty!" 


Marines helped the Allied Relief 
Expedition 
capture 
Tientsin 
and 
rescue 
an 
American 
naval 
force 
surrounded there, and the Marine 
unit led the successful attack on 
the ancient walls of Peiping, cap- 
tuering the main gate from Boxer 
forces which vastly outnumbered the 
Allied expedition. 


Marines 
were 
assigned 
to 
the 
Legation Guard in Peiping 
again 
in 1905, and remained on duty there 
until the start of World War II. 
beginning in 
1925 Marines 
were 
stationed at Shanghai to protect 
the Americans in the International 
Settlement. Allied troops also were 
placed in the Tientsin-Pieping area 
during Generalissimo Chiang Kai- 
shek's campaign against the 
war 
lords in Northern China in 1927. 


At the beginning of World War 
II the Fourth Regiment, known as 
the 
"China Marines," was 
with- 
drawn from the International Set- 
tlement at Shanghai and took part 
in the defense of Bataan and Cor- 
regidor. The 500-man guard at Peip- 
ing was captured. 


In 1945 the Marines returned to 
China to enforce the surrender of 
large 
Japanese 
elements 
there. 
Several hundred thousand Japanese 
were disarmed and repatriated dur- 
ing the following year. Marine forces 
were gradually demobilized and re- 
turned 
to the United States, but 
growing hostilities between Nation- 
alist and Communist forces led to 
the retention of Marine units. 


These 
units 
were employed 
to 
guard railways and mines essential 
to providing food and fuel to the 
starving cities of North China and 
to form "cease-fire" teams during 
the 
unsuccessful 
truce 
between 
Nationalists and Reds.

Agriculture Experts Study Effort 
Of Television On U.S. Farm Life 


By DOUGLAS LARSEN 
NEA Staff Correspondent 


Washington —(NEA)— Television 
is expected to revolutionize life on 
the farm. 


Theoretically video stations only 
have a short, 50-mile. range. And 
there are only 45 of them operating 
in the U.S- today. Nevertheless, it 
is estimated that close to 7.000,000 
farm families could now receive tel- 
evision programs—if they all had 
receivers. 


Within a year Gfhio, with 12 or 
more stations operating, Is expected 
to become the first state in which 
every farmer, regardless, of where-he 
lives, will have television programs 
available to him. The experts be- 
lieve that it might be 10 years before 
television programs blanket all U.S. 
rural areas to the extent radio does 
now. But they agree that television 
will extend service to.farmers faster 
than radio ever did. 


Since television recently began Its 
phenomenal boom, dealers have re- 
ported an ever-increasing number of 
farmers buying video sets. In the 
east and in some midwest states tel- 
evision antennas-are becoming al- 
most as common on farm houses as 
lightning rods. The unprecedented 
farm prosperity and record crops 
this fall have gotten the farmer in 
terested in this new and entertain- 
ing form of communications because 
he can afford to buy a set. 


The U.S. Department of Agricul 
ture is now making 8 study of how 
television might affect American 
farm life. Kenneth M., Gapen, US

One advertiser foresees the day 
when farmers will buy practically all 
of their clothing and household 
goods from television displays. Items 
would be flashed on the screen and 
numbered in this modern version of 
the mail-order business which has 
always accounted for a big part of 
farm buying. 


Television's spread to the farm could bring "every form of culture and 
education.. .right into the farmers' homes." Classes taught by television 
might even make it possible for youngsters to stay in bed and still go to 


school. 


Gapen is hopeful that television 
will improve education for farm 
children. Classes taught by televi- 
sion could solve the problem of the 
rural teacher shortage. One teacher 
could teach hundreds of students. 
And a rural school with a television 
set could &fier many more kinds of 
courses. 


Before television made such great 
technical strides it was believed Its 
50-mile range would limit it to per- 
sons living in or very close to cities. 


Since then, however, several fac- 
tors have changed that concept. It 
is being discovered that television 
beams do strange things. In some 
directions they carry much greater 
distances than 50 miles. For no ex- 
plainable reason it has been discov- 
ered, for instance, that there is ex- 
cellent reception in Indianapolis of 
some video programs which come 
from Chicago, a distance of more 
than 150 miles. 


By building the television' trans- 
mitters five or 10 miles outside the 
heart of a city, a great many farm 
communities are added to the sta- 
tions' potential audience and the 


possibility is being generally recogn- 
ized in the construction of new video 
transmitters. 


The growth of television networks 
has provided the greatest extension 
of video programs to rural areas by 
permitting the operation of stations 
in smaller towns. 
Next January 
Chicago will be linked to the east 
coast by coaxial cable. It means that 
all the networks of the midwest can 
be hooked up with the networks of 
the east. Smaller stations will be 
able to cut down on operating ex- 
penses by not having to produce all 
of their own programs in their own 
studios. 


So far the Department of Agricul- 
ture has confined its television pro- 
grams to those which are of general 
interest to all people. 
They deal 
with such subjects as how to prepare 
food and what foods are in season. 
When more farmers buy sets, how- 
ever, it is expected that a great 
many programs will be planned es- 
pecially for farm audiences. And it 
is believed that at the same time 
many commercial programs will be

Illinois farmers are to be com- 
mended, says L. H. Simeral, Univers- 
ity if Illinois agricultural economist, 
for the "constructive steps" taken by 
two of their organizations: the Illi- 
nois Agriculture association and the 
National Grange. 


At their rqpent conventions these 
two groups went on record in favor 
of flexible price supports at moder- 
ate levels. In effect they approved 
the principles of the long-time price 
support legislation as passed by 
Congress and approved by the presi- 
dent last summer. 


A considerable number cf farmers, 
particularly those from grain and 
cotton sections, assert they are op- 
posed to the flexible formula. They 
are asking for revision of the farm 
measure by the next Congress. Price 
supports of principle commodities 
at 90% of parity is sought by many.

"These organizations might easily 
have taken less wise positions. For 
example, they might have demanded 
that the wartime price supports at 
90% of parity be made permanent.

"When the demand for a farm 
product increases, its price should 
rise. This is the signal to farmers 
that more of the product is needed. 
On the other hand, when the price 
of the product decreases, it is a sig- 
nal that consumers are asking for 
less of that product. In this way 
prices can be guides to production. 


"F o r example, low prices for 
horses, timothy, hay and oats have 
induced Illinois farmers to shift to 
dairy cattle and soybeans. 


"Prices should also be guides to 
consumers. When Illinois farmers 
have a poor crop of corn, the price 
should go up. A high price is the 
best known inducement of users of 
corn to use it carefully. Likewise, 
when the supply of corn is large, a 
low price is the best possible induce- 
ment to get it used up, converted in 
meat, milk, eggs and other products 
consumers want." 
Sees Greater Stability' 


The economist believes flexible 
support levels will stabilize farm in- 
come more than price supports at. a 
fixed rate. 


"Without any price support, the 
total market value of large crops is 
almost always less than the total 
value of small ones. But, under the 
new legislation, large supplies will 
have a greater total than small 
supplies. Thus the farmer will not 
be penalized for abundant produc- 
tion in good years as he would be 
without price support."
